Inportant Ad^aiiirN .Made II) Allies— 
Tlolent Atlaphs on Roth HldM 
Of linn's Line. 

With the AmiM ii an Army In Krance, 
.Inly LM- Itoth sides of the pocket In 
the German lines have been soenea of 
the most violent aitarks and oonnter- 
nttaoks throughout the past night and 
inominK. Few ituctations of the 
line have occurred but in all these 
they favored the Allies who kept up 
an Inoeasant pressure on the retreat- 
ing Germans who are endeavoring to 
cover the withdrawal of the bulk of. 
their troops from Imminent danger. 

Southwest of nhelms the Hermans 
have shown their disappoint ir.ent ovef 
their inahlllty lo hold w ith ili. ir eracK 
divisions tlieir positions ,iiiiuiiil Vrin- 
ny and have turiieii all lln'ii- availuhle 
artillery on the llritisli .niil I'leiich 
who drove them out. Inn il;c iiii'mv 
could not prevent a still further ad- 
vance today.

Paris, July 24- Highly imi.ortant 
gains by the Kri ueh ami American 
forces on the .\isne-Marne front are 
reported In the oHlelal statement of 
the War Department tonight. In the 
center of the line an advance of near- 
ly two miles was made. Desperate 
eiigogements were fought In the dli 
rectlon of Epieds and Trugny-Rplcds 
Mhich villages the Americans again 
recaptured from the Qermans. To the 
north of .Rpieds, the Franco-American 
line is now beyond Courpoll. The 
Atatement roads: 

"Between the Ourcq ami the Mnrne 
our attacks, resumeil this morning, 
were continued successfully throuuh- 
lut the il;iy 

"On our left we held .\rmentierre.~ 
and Chatelet Wood heyotid which we 
aihanceil as far as as llrecy. which 
ne occupy. 

"Ill the eenler I'r.i mc- \ merican 
lroo|is made an advaace .at certain 
jioints of more than thr'c l<ilr!netcis 

"Desperate liKhtins; has licen in 
progress In the region of lOpieils and 
Trugny-Kpleds. which, retaken by the 
(lermans yesterday at the end of the 
day, were recominered ngnin In n 
counter attack hy the Americans. 
.North of those two vlllagea we have 
carried our line beyond Courpoll. 

"On our right wo made progress in 
the forest of Fere, north of Char- 
treves and Jaulgonne. Further to the 
east we extended our brtdgeliend ot 
Trelonp and occupied the southern 
corner of Ills forest. 

"In this sector we eapuired live 
manmui ol' l.'.i) inillimeicrs ;iuil ahoul 
50 machine «uns as well as considcr- 
alile material. 

Met ween the .Manic and liheiins 
there wore intermittent artillery ac- 
tions.

Men (;iu'ii Deferred ('lassiliitilion 
Kerausp of Their Hives Alone Maj 
Be STored Up Intn Clask One. 

Several of the local Exemption 
Boards ,in Cincinnati have begun a 
closer combing out of their deferred 
classes and under recent rulings of 
the Provost Marshal General's ollice 
they have begun the moviiii; up of 
.voting men from Class :! and I Mass .'"i 
Into f'lass 1 who have heen given de- 
Icrred classiflcallun because of de- 
iiendentH and yet have no children to 

support, 

II has lii'i M poinleil out tliat it is 
hardly fair that men with wives and 
children to support should he placeil 
In the same classiflcntlon with men 
married and yet with no children and 
whose wives, unhampered by the care 
of children, could get Into aome pro- 
ductive work and make their own liv- 
ing should their husbands be calleil 
to war. 

It became known yesterday that 
there is a poBsibllity of a closer comb- 
ing out of the deferred classes by the 

.Mason County Board working almi" 
these same plans and while it was 
not deflnitely aiinomieed that sudi a 
step would he taken, it was ini imateil 
by members of tlie hoanl that tills ac- 
tion was being seriously cunsidered 
and might be undertaken in the near 
future. 

it Is understood that In deferred 
classes In Mason county there are 
many men who have been deferred be- 
cause of a dependent wife and yet 
no children. Should the Maoon Coun- 
ty Board undertake the lame step 
taken by Um Cinolnbatt boards and 
tioards in even other ottiea, it Is said 
that many Vaaon oounty men would 
he affected.

MANY U-BOATS 
SAID TO HAVE 
AIDED SINKING 

I Krom Three to KIght .SnliniHrlnes Said 
1<1 Have Reen Concerned in Sink- 
ing iif JuKltrIn— Kight 
ImHh All Mght. 

London, .luly 21- -Krom three to 
eiuhl siihmarines are said to have 
heen eoneeriieil in the attack of Ihe 
White Star liner .lusticia sunk off the 
north Irisli coast Saiiinlav. acconliiig 
to the Daily .Mail, which says thr 
light hegan nt :! o'clock Friday after- 
noon and lasted inierinitlently until 
.•Saturday mornin The ship sank 
nhoiit 1 o'clock In the afternoon after 
nine torpedoes had been fired. 

W hi n the liner was first struck the 
torpedo boat destroyers which ac- 
companied her raced to attock the 
enemy and dropped manj' depth 
charges, while patrol boats stood by 
I lie ship and a tug took her In 

The second and third torpedoes 
were nred about 6 o'clock in the af- 
ternoon. Both missed their marks 
one going ahead of the steamer and 
the other aft. Two hours later, an- 
other torpedo was seen comiuf;. imt 
when it got close a gunner on the 
.lusticia with extraonlimiry .iliu. hit 
it dean and explodeil ii .V|| was 
•iniel until ei;lii o'clock in ilie even- 
ing when the lifili tiiriiedo was sight 
ed. The gunners on 'the .lusticia 
placed their' shots so neor it that the 
torpedo was deflected and missed its 
mark. 

Most of Ihe crew by this time had 
heen transferred lo other ships which 
l ad remained near the lliinr all night. 

The Justlcia was well on her way 
to port Saturday morning, when 
toward 8 o'clock the gunners again 
were heard at work as the sixth and 
seventh torpedoes went past. Two 
hours loter a siihniarlne flreil Ihe 
olgliih and nintli toriiedoes and one 
of them struck forward and the other

CONTRACT TO BE ASKED 
OF WHARF OWNERS 

BnslnMs Mn Trge Connetl to Have 

Thnioiigli Inderslanillne With 
Wlinrfboat Owners Before 
License Is lasned. 

As yet the Greene Line of steam- 
boats and Mr. John Donnell, of Rip- 
ley, who are planning to bring a new 
wharfboat to Maysville and operate 
It at the Market atreot grade to care 
for the freight hauled hy the Greene 
Line of steamboats, have not applied 
to l^ily Council or to tlie Wharves and 
Ferries committee of that hody for a 
license to operate tiie lioal 

Such a license iiiiisl he iirocun d he- 
fore they will he allowed to transact 
hiisiness and those husiness men wiio 
are anxious to prevent the monopidiz- 
iiig of I lie river husiness at this place 
were yesterday urging council, ancf 
the Wharves and Ferries committee 
that they look well Into the preposi- 
tion before such a license la granted. 

It was pointed out by those busi- 
nesa^men who were anldous that the 
Greene Line t>e given no monopoly on 
the steamboat business of Maysville 
that when the license was granted 
was the time a contract should be sc- 
oured from the operators of the wharf 
that they would be compelled to pro- 
tect local business men. The matter 
was yesterday brought to the atten- 
tion of the Wharves and Ferries com- 
mittee of council and ii is likely Hiat 
a contract will he drawn up for the 
owners of the proposed new wharl- 
hoat lo sign heloro that cominiltcc 
will recommend to Council the issu- 
ance of the license 

lust what tlie contents ol' the iiro- 
lioseil contract will be is not known 
hut this contract is expected to estab- 
lish wharf rates that will be just and 
equitable and to prevent the granting 
of a license that would shut out any 
other boat line from receiving and 
discharging freight at the Maysville 
wharf at any time in the future.

BIG FLOUR SHIPMENT 

FInt Carload of Ploar Fren Jeifer* 
MM Xfllli Sinre Last .Vareh Re- 
ceived by Local Firm. 

The M. C. Russell Company, local 
wholesale grocers, yeeterday receiv- 
ed a full oar load of 76,D0O pounds of 
Seal of Ohio flour from the mills of 
the Jefferson Flour manufacturers. 
This Is the first car load of flour this 
rioncern has received from this popu- 
lar mill since last March. 

The mill, which was considerably 
ilaiiiaiicii some lime ago, has under- 
gone a complete overhauling and Is 
now one of Ihe most complete flour- 
ing mills In the whole country. The 
flour received ycslenlay is pure white 
flour and will he sold only with sub- 
stitutes under the Food Administra* 
lion's nfty-flfty plan of distribution. , 

Although the local Arm received 
one or two car loads of flour from 
this same mill evfry week under or- 
dinary condtlons and before the war, 
this is the first car load they have re- 
ceived since last March. Despite this 
fact, however, the community has 
been kept in plenty of flour although 
at times it looked as If the entire flour 
supply of the city would be eshauat- 
ed.

MKTIIOO OK ItlSI'OSIMi OF U\U- 
BAGE AT nSNTER 

Apropos of the present garbage uti- 
lization campaign It Is Interesting to 
note the Oen'lor, Colo., method of us- 
ing the city's garbage. The city of- 
flcials make a yearly contract with a 
feeding company to collect and dis- 
pose of the complete garbavie oulpiit 
of the city. A nominal sum is paid 
to legalize the contract, so that, in 
effect, till' city lias its ,i;arbaj;e collei l- 
ed and disposed of free of cost. 

This feeding comptin/ is a coopera- 
tive organization, each member feed- 
ing to hogs on his own prnUiises tb« 
proportion of garbage the flrni allows 
him to collect. The feeding company 
Is required to give a bond of t!>,oon 
to- the city. One member gets 60 per 
'cent of the garbage and has a ranch 
aocsommodating 5,000 hogs within Ty 

miles of the city. 

To insure pronipl ami saiiiiary col- 
lection the city assumes resiionslbil- 
ity. All trouble calls arc sent to the 
civic department of iii-pei i inn. This 
partment Ihen phones the compan.i', 
which has a lit;hi auio-ilelivery truck 
to sather all Karbaue that may have 
inadvertently been missed by the ro- 
.G:ular colleators. The company also 
employg-an Inspector, who Is given of- 
ficlaf recognition and standing by the 
city, and whose work It la constantly 
to inspect tartwge and garbage condi- 
tions. The' regular blvlc health In- 
spector! also make Inapectlons ia,tl>iA 
regard. ' 

This arrangamant has yorked ex- 
tremely ^urell in Denver. The garbage 
is collected in an entirely satisfactory 
and sanilary manner at no cost to tbe 
city, and at a cost to the members ol 
the feeding company of alxiut |2..Mi 
a ton.
